The ten Canadian Provinces will again be counted as 
multipliers the same as the U. S. States. The Canadian Territories are now counted separately, based on the advise from the RAC. 


Please note: Although Canada, United States, Alaska and Hawaii are separate DX entities, they do not count as country 
multipliers for SCR. Log all of these contacts as either states or provinces or territories. (Alberta AB; British Columbia BC; Manitoba 
MB; New Brunswick NB; Newfoundland and Labrador NL; Northwest Territories NT; Nova Scotia NS; Nunavut NU; Ontario ON: 
Prince Edward Island PE; Quebec QC; Saskatchewan SK; Yukon YT.) The District of Columbia is logged as Maryland.

Our published Cabrillo format template was used by an increasing number of entries. See Www.artl.org/school-club- 


roundup. It is supported by the newest versions of SCR-Log, LoglIt!, GenLog325 and NIMM and some other popular logging 
programs. We urge you to use an updated version of one of these logging programs. Anything older than October 2012 produces 
reports that are not fully compatible with our scoring process. If you have a favorite logging program, ask the author to add support for 
the SCR. We hope it will help to reduce the amount of manual entry we need to do. Send comments directly to the authors with copies 
to scr@limarc.org. Also, check <Groups. Yahoo.com/groups/SCR-L> or the SCR-L @yahoogroups.com e-mail or 
www.arrl.org/school-club-roundup and www.scr.limarc.org for the latest updates. 


In the near future, we expect to have an online entry process similar to the one that is used for the Rookie Roundup. 

It contains more info than 
what is used for the scoring and is helpful in tracking how we have done from year to year. It also helps us to follow-up when there are

Results of the Second Annual

Collegiate Championship 


The second annual Collegiate Cham- 
pionship was once again held during the 
ARRL’s CW and phone Sweepstakes 
contests. Colleges and universities from 
across the U.S. and Canada matched 
their stations and operators up against 

-each other to determine where some of 
the best up-and-coming operators in 
Amateur Radio contesting are to be 
found. Last year’s dominant champion, 
Georgia Tech, did not participate this 
year so the field was thrown wide open. 

The phone championship this year 
goes to the crew at the University of Ar- 
kansas (W5YM) which improved upon 
its 1994 score by 50%. Cal Tech (W6UE) 
came in aclose second while Concordia 
University (VE2CUA) once again made 
it into the top three. 

Last year’s runner up in CW, the Uni- 
versity of Puerto Rico (KP4VA), took top 
honors in CW this year with over 1100 
QSOs. Case Western’ Reserve 
(W8EDU), participating in their first 
Championship, finished second. The 
University of Chicago (WO9S) rounded 
out the top three. 

KP4VA’s first place CW finish com- 
bined with fourth place on phone pro- 
vided the University of Puerto Rico with 
the combined category Championship of 
1995. The University of Chicago (WO9S) 
took second place. 

Several college clubs also achieved 
success in terms of general Sweep- 


stakes competition. KP4VA’s CW effort 
achieved both a top ten finish and a di- 
vision win! Several schools achieved 
sectional wins for phone, including 
WS5YM, VE2CUA, KP4VA, and W6BHZ. 

This year, 14 schools submitted offi- 
cial scores to the ARRL so that they 
would be eligible for the Championship 
— eleven for phone and seven for CW. 
This participation level was down some- 
what from the year before and reflects 
that, once again, most of the publicity 
about the Collegiate Championship was 
only on the Internet. Sadly, seven 


schools could not be listed in the official 
results because their entries were not 
sent to the ARRL as required by the 
Championship rules. Extra attention will 
be paid next year to reminding schools 
that official Sweepstakes logs need to 
be sent to the ARRL. 

Some of the objectives of the Colle- 
giate Championship include encourag- 
ing younger operators at colleges to 
participate in contesting and to promote 
the maintenance and use of on-campus 
Amateur Radio stations. Once again the 
comments received indicated that the

Championship is achieving these goals. 
Dean (KC6IZR) from the Cal Poly Ama- 
teur Radio Club (W6BHZ) stated, “Since 
we got 10th place last year in the SSB 
portion of collegiate championship...we 
have purchased a new 40-meter rotat- 
able dipole, new tubes for our amplifier, 
and just recently a DVR box for our 
Yaesu FT-990.” 

Last year’s survey showed that about 
40% of all participants in the Collegiate 
Championship had never operated a 
contest before. Evidence supports that 
once again young operators are getting 
their first contest experience through the 
Collegiate Championship and Sweep- 
stakes. Two of the three operators at 
Ohio University (W8PZS) had never 
operated a contest before. 

Next year’s Championship should see 
an increase in the number of participants. 
A database of addresses is being com- 
piled which will allow for much better 
publicity. Direct mail invitations should 
help draw in college clubs that are not on 
the Internet. After the contest, organizers 
will remind participants to send in their 
logs to the ARRL and help cut down on 
the number of unofficial entries. 


You Can Help! 


You can do your part to make sure that 
your local college club or alma mater 
participates in the next Championship. 
The rules do not limit participation to full- 
time students. Several college club ef- 
forts during the past two years included 
faculty, staff, and alumni. Offer to help 
get long-neglected campus stations 
back on the air, ready for competition. 
Lead the club members in the next 
Sweepstakes or help them become self 
sufficient by showing them the ropes in 
some other contests before Sweep- 
stakes. 

The sunspots may be down but propa- 
gation still provides for some exciting do- 
mestic competition in contests like 
Sweepstakes. The added flavor of col- 
lege rivalries should help encourage 
more contest participation in the years 
to come from college campus stations
